DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 2, 3, 5-12 and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

In claim 14, applicant positively recites a combination of a floatation apparatus with a pet 
by setting forth "A floatation apparatus comprising ... a pet " (emphasis provided). 
Applicant is reminded that claiming a living being/animal in a claim is not permitted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 18, 41-53 and 57 are allowed.

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2, 3, 5-12 and 14-17 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
